TWIN FAJLLS - If you’re losing your 
sight and can't pay for corrective surgery, 
forget it until summer. 

If you’re blind and need training for a 1 
new job, you’re out of luck. 

That’s because the Idaho Commission 
for the Blind and Visually Impaired is 
suffering from its own impairment - a 
tight budget.

If it’s training that a commission 
teacher can handle, the state agency still 
can help, said Phillip Pownall, regional 
supervisor arid counselor in Twin Falls.

TWIN FALLS - The City Council may 
feel like it’s seeing double today when a 
local civic group asks to hold a beer-selling 
fund raiser in a municipal park. 

The council meeting kicks off at 4 pm. in 
City Hall. Anyone with an interest is wet 
come to attend. 

The Rotary Club's Twin Falls and Blue 
Lakes chapters are seeking permission to 
host a Micro-Brewery Fest at City Park on 
June 14. The goal is to raise $5,000 to build a 
shelter at Centennial Park to honor local phil- 
anthropists Roy and Vcma Marie Raymond, 
who died in a Jan. 9 plane crash near Detroit. 

A total of 31 micro-breweries from 
Washington, Oregon, Montana and Idaho 
_ have agreed to participate, said Donna 
Bach; special projects" chairman Tor the 
Rotary Club.

come,” Bach said. 

Organizers are planning to charge n S5 
admission, and $1 for tokens that can be 
exchanged for beer samples.

But tho issue of beer sales in municipal 
parks has come to a head lately. 

Two weeks ago, the council split 4-3 in 
approving a beer-based fund-raiser at 
■' Harmon Parle' Last week; former Mayor 
Paul Ostyn berated council members for 
their decision and urged them to rescind 
their approval. 

Ostyn’s argument centered on the fact 
that alcohol sales would be used to fund a 
youth-related enterprise - namely, a local 
baseball organization. 

Despite Ostyn’s invitation, the council 
declined to reverse its decision. Though it

NEW YORK — In a dazzling, hourlong 
game Sunday, the Deep Blue IBM com- 
puter demolished an overwhelmed Garry 
Kasparov and won the six-game chess 
match between man and machine. 

Hie final score was 3 1/2 points for the 
computer and 2 1/2 points for Kasparov. The 
34-year-old Russian and the computer split 
the first two games, then played to draws in 
Games 3, 4 and 5. Kasparov resigned after 
the computer’s 19th move in Gome 6. 

Kasparov was visibly upset at the 
game's end and bolted from the table, 
shrugging his shoulders: 

At a news conference later, he lashed 
out at IBM for programming the comput- 
er specifically to beat him. 

. “It.was nothing to do about science. ™ It 
was one zeal to beat Garry Kasparov,” he 
said. “And when a big corporation with 
unlimited resouces would like to do so, there 


are many ways to 
achieve the result. 
And the result was 
achieved.” 

“I feel confident 
that, the machine 
hasn’t proved any- 
thing yet,” Kasparov 
added. “It’s not yet 
ready, in my opin- 
ion, to win a big con- 


□anynaiparov Grandmaster 
□ya Gurevich said 
Game 6 was “a stunner. Kasparov got 
wiped off the board.” 

A friend of Kasparov’s, Michael 
Khodarkovsld, said this was the first time ; 
Kasparov has ever lost a chess match. A 
1984-85 championship match between 
Kasparov and then-champion Anatoly 
Karpov was suspended without a winner 
being declared.

A longtime observer of Matsch’s court- 
room often finds Matsch, as well as other 
judges, skeptical of technological advances 
“This is the leap into hyperspace with 
computer monitors, touch consoles, 
laserdiscs, special desks with monitors 
built in, special databases,” said Larry 
Pozncr, a Denver lawyer who has argued 
many cases before Matsch. 

“Hie technology looks wonderful in 
the brochure, but it’s frighteningly com- 
plex in reality," he said.

much money os possible for Bo and 
Peep’s heirs, whoever and wherev- 


er thev may be. 

, Under the deal, the heirs get 40 
, cents on the dollar. “Wait until they 


hear about lids,” Weinstein said. . 

The rest goes to the Oklahoma- 
based .producer and distributor, a 
longtime client of Weinstein’s, and 


to the lawyer and the Morris agency. 

Though" its market appeal is 
untested, those in the know believe 
it will be a sure-fire hit. “It is to my 
knowledge the only extant video of 
the two of them," said Dick Joslyn, 
48, who was with the cult for about 
15 years and became Bo's dose aide 
before leaving in 1990 — and who is 
currently making plans from his 
Tampa, FLl, home for a nationwide 
speaking tour about his experiences.

Matsch, 66, protests ignorance 
of all this technology, often pok- 
ing fun at himself and absorbing 
good-natured jibes from attor- 
neys as fight relief in the deadly 
serious trial of Timothy McVeigh 
for the 1995 Oklahoma City 
bombing that killed 168 people. 

“We’ve got somebody’suffi- 
ciently skilled in the technolo- 
gy?” Matsch needled, prosecutors

last week, just before taped wit- 
ness testimony. 

“Your honor, I take this as a 
personal insult," U.S. Attorney 
Patrick Ryan shot back. 

Matsch appears truly uncom- 
fortable iwith technical jargon. 
Last week, he took over question- 
ing of a telecommunications 
expert because he was confused 
by the complex explanation of 
prepaid telephone cards. Central 
to the case is whether telephone 
records can accurately show 
points of origination for calls 
charged against such cards. 

After the prosecution presenta- 
tion, Matsch wearily called an 
early break. 

“We’re going to take a recess, 
having blurred our vision with all 
these exhibits," he said. 

The judge has edged most gin- 
gerly into the use of computer 
jargon. 

“1 should recognize this was 
downloaded. from a database,” he , 
said os he brandished a document 
the first week of the trial 

“Congratulations,” lead prose- 
cutor Joseph Harder said. 

- “But-I didn?t-do-it,— Matsch — 


replied with a grin. 

Lost week he used the word 
less successfully during question- 
ing of McVeigh’s sister, Jennifer. 
The matter at hand was a com- 
puter file, allegedly written by 
her brother and directed to feder- 
al agents, that was retrieved from 
her home word processor. “Who 
downloaded it?" Matsch asked, 
using '^ic tenn for transmitting a 
file from one computer to anoth- 


His mistake drew a quick 
tongue-in-cheek response from 
prosecutor Beth Wilkinson, one of 
the more computer-sawy attor- 
neys in the case. “I hate to admit 
you’re better with those terms 
than I am, your honor," 
Wilkinson said, prompting laugh- 
ter in the courtroom. 

One courtroom observer sug- 
gests Matsch may be exaggerat- 
ing his ignorance to build rapport 
with jurors. 

“He’s starting to play to that 
reputation," said Andrew Cohen, 
a Denver lawyer following the 
case. “It gets a laugh out of the 
jury. It gets a laugh out of the 
-gallery.-! suspect-he-knows more— 


about it than he lets on.” 

For the bombing case, Matsch 
moved from his customary quar- 
ters in the 10th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals building. Across the 
street, o newer courtroom was 
remodeled to include a computer 
network with monitors built into 
counsel tables. It’s a world away 
from now-common courtroom fix- 
tures of overhead projectors and 
videotape recorders. 

But Matsch paired the new 
electronics with an innovation 
symbolic of his distrust of tech- 
nology; a curving wall that shields 
the jurors from a camera that 
feeds the required closed-circuit 
telecast of the trial to an audi- 
ence of bombing survivors and 
victims’ families. 

When media attorney Kelly 
Sager fought for the wall’s 
removal, arguing the news media 
had a right to see the jury, she 
suggested the camera could be 
hooded in such a way to block out 
jurors. ' ' 

Matsch cut, her off. “Your 
clients," the judge said, “have a 
greater faith in technology than I

and saw his 3 1/2-year-old cousin 
with his father’s filthy undershirt 
hanging off her shoulders. 

He saw his parents draw her 
bath. Clouds of vapor rose from 
the tub. 

Then, the boy said softly, he 
watched his parents submerge 
her in the scalding water. 

“When they — when they — 
when they would put the hot 
water, she would scream and cry. 

... I heard nothing else,” he told 
the court. 

Genevieve Monique Rojas died 
that night from bums covering 50 
percent of her body. Creases of 
virgin skin amid the child's raw, 
peeling flesh proved she was con- 
scious as she crouched, trying to 
protect herself, prosecutors said.

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GOODING - Dennis Koyle never 
planned on having his own saddle store, 
but his longtime interest in tooling and 
saddles came in handy when he decided 
life was getting too hard on the farm. 

Now his day starts with early-morning 
homeschooling for some of the Koyle 
children. Then Jordan, 15, and Jill, 17, 
leave for religious instruction while 
their dad heads for his new store on 
Gooding’s Main Street, Koyle Saddlery. 

After semi- 
nary, Jill 
either helps 
Jordan, who ' 
runs the 
farm, or joins 
her father at 
the store. 

“She is really my biggest help in the 
store right now,” Dennis Koyle said. Jill, 
who attended the College of Southern 
Idaho last semester, has taken this 
semester off to help her father. 

Though the Koyles still farm 385 acres 
outside of Gooding, they no longer rent 
additional farmland. Koyle doesn’t think 
anyone is malting money farming right 
now. 

“There are so many things that affect - 
farming," Koyle said - the government, 
the limited number of companies han- 
dling many commodities and North 
American free trade. 

“All of my life. I’ve been hearing that 
one of these days there’s going to be 
more of a shortage of food and prices 
are going to get high,” Koyle said. “But 
there are too many industries that bene- 
fit if people don’t hove to pay a lot for 
food." 

So three month s ago. Koyle Sa d dlery 
opened its doors foF business. Most busi- 
ness so far has been repairing and sell- 
ing used saddles. 

"We’re very glad to have him here (in 
Gooding)," said Roxic Reed, who recent- 
ly had four saddles cleaned and stirrups 
• turned. “I used to have to take my 
things to Twin Falls. His work is excel- 
lent and he is done very quickly.” 

Koyle’s interest in tooling devel- 
oped during the ’80s when he injured 
his back. After deciding a saddle shop 
was in his future, he spent several 
months last year commuting to Burley 
for further training with Bob Severe, 
who’s been at it for more than 40 
years. 

Severe’s course, accredited by CSI, 
involves two months of instruction five 
days a week. Students receive assistance 
in creating two saddles, walking through 
the process a step at a time. Severe 
requires notes and photos be taken for 
reference. 

Students come out of the course with 
all the basics. For a dedicated saddle 
maker, Severe said, “the sky's the 
limit.”

. Leather tooling is Koylc’s favorite 
part of the process. 

The handmade saddles are works of 
art, each unique. Designs include basket 
weaves and flowers, all gracefully inter- 
acting. One of his favorite creations has 
designs copied from an aged saddle in 
his possession. 

He spends about a month on a custom 
creation and will undertake customer 
requests in design “if we can get it trans- 
ferred from their imagination into 
mine." 

A saddle usually starts with pine or 
cottonwood covered with rawhide, 
stitched and nailed. This form then is 
covered with rosin for moisture protec- 
tion. The seat is shaped and a derision 
made on how much rise is desired. 

Customers help shape the project as

much as they desire, depending on their 
knowledge. 

Koyle also creates the tools he uses in 
his designs. Spikes and large nails cover 
the tabic next to the granite block 
where he places the wet leather when 
tooling. Each has been filed and worked 
to give a specific pattern to the leather. 
The floral designs would impress a natu- 
ralist and - although expensive for a 
touch of decor - saddles are being dis- 
played in homes with Western decorat- 
ing themes. 

While Koyle stresses that custom sad- 
dles and repairs are his main business, 
there are other items of interest dis- 
played in the store. A pair of chaps from 
the 1800s, Romal reins, head stalls, crup-‘ 
pers and even some Dyrk Godby paint- 
ings hong on the walls.

Bob Vulk will demonstrate sewer ser- 
vice installation; Walt Appell will cover 
the irrigation system; and Bill Palmer 
will be responsible for videos and infor- 
mational handouts.

“It is a chance for the public to get 
better acquainted with the city employ- 
ees and to learn firsthand what is 
involved in keeping a city the size of 
Jerome running,” Culver said. 

Cliff Lough, manager of the waste- 
water treatment plant, also will hold an 
open house that day including guided 
tours of the wastewater facility. 

"The latest term for a wastewater 
treatment plant is a water reclamation 
facility. That is really what it is,” Lough 
said. “We treat all wastewater, not just 
sewage. We show people how the water 
enters the plant and the purification 
process. We treat all wastewater organi- 
cally. The only chemical we use here is 
chlorine ... for the germs.”

HAILEY - Cheryl Stoops was 34 in 
1989 when she first asked a rheumatol- 
ogist to explain the pains in her neck, 
lower back and knees, and the 
headaches that wouldn’t go away. 

A working mother of two, Stoops was 
stiff every morning getting out of bed. 
With pain constantly present, she 
couldn’t sleep. She was exhausted by 
10 in the morning. She was grouchy 
with her family. 

Over the next sever\ years, she 
explained her symptoms to a variety of 
doctors and underwent expensive tests.

I “Em here to argue in favor of 
the kids," said Taylor, whose chil- 
dren have seven sheep on his 
west Hngermnn property. “We’re 
not trying to start a feedlot or 
slaughter house. I don’t see 
where three or four animals 
would cause a problem." 

Taylor said he has been trying 
to help jump-start the 4-H and 
FFA programs in the Hagermnn 
Valley. 

: Both programs require chil- 
dren to raise and care for farm 
animals by feeding them, clean- 
ing pens and maintaining records 
bn the animals’ progress: The 
programs teach youth about 
responsibility and taking pride in 
their work, Taylor said. However,

and personally don’t have any 
problems with some animals in 
town,” council member Lyle 
Comelison said.

Rupert to increase liquor license fees

RUPERT - A few weeks ago, 
City Councilman Joel Rogers 
wondered aloud why the city’s 
' beer arid wine license fees are so 
low. 

The council was in the process 
of approving the licenses for 
We’s restaurant, and Rogers said 
he found it odd that the county 
and state charge so much more 
than the dty. Every year, a bar 
or restaurant that sells bottled 
beer, draught beer and wine in 
Rupert pays S140 to the state, 
S125 to the county and only $60 
to the dty. 

“There’s no reason for ours to 
be so low,” he said. “We’re the 
ones who enforce them." 

Rogers’ curiosity led to the 
drafting of a proposed ordinance 
raising the city’s fees by two- 
thirds. But even with this 
increase, City Administrator 
Bryan Montgomery said, Rupert 
is still the cheapest place around 
to sell beer. 

Both Burley ond Twin Falls 
charge S200 to sell beer for on- 
premises consumption - as much 
as the state allows. Even 
Heybum’s fees reach $93.75 for 
beer, plus $150 more if the 
restaurateur offers wine. 

Rogers said Rupert’s fees prob- 
ably are so low because no one 
had really looked at them for 
years. 

In fact, the last time the license

price raised was in 1979. Until 
then, it cost a mere $12.50 per

But cotmril members say they 
have decided to bring the price 
structure into the 1990s, and 
even if they double the current 
fee for a beer license, it still will 
be less than half of what Burley 
charges.

Idaho officials see rate hikes as positive 


BOISE (AP) — Amid criticism 
of the Federal Reserve for its 
anti -inflation zeal in raising inter- 
est rates, Batt administration, 
economists believe the Fed’s 
approach actually will assure 
Idaho’s steady economic growth. 

In their new forecast. Division 
of Financial Management ana- 
lysts see this year as the weakest 
for the state economy into the 
next century. • 

And even though Idaho fails to 
;match national benchmarks in 
; certain key indicators like per- 
sonal income during 1997, growth 

• should still be solid if the nation's 
: central bank sticks to what many 
1 believe is its game plan. 

; The following three years 
; through 2000 should again pro- 
duce stronger growth in Idaho 
■ than nationally, the new forecast 

• indicates, albeit “at a much slow- 
er pace than during the first half 
of the decade.” 

But that outlook relies heavily 
on Federal Reserve Chairman 

• Alan Greenspan continuing to 
1 ignore those who claim the March 

increase of a quarter percentage 
point in the Federal Funds inter- 
est rate was an unwarranted 
overreaction to a nonexistent 
inflation problem. 

Not only do state economists 
believe circumstances justified 
the initial Fed increase, but that 
boosts of another quarter point 
this month and again toward

year’s end can assure that the 
nation — and Idaho — avoid 
recession. 

Even waiting until summer to 
make the next adjustment could 
set the stage for serious prob- 
lems; the forecasters indicate. 

They. point out that inflation 
has been checked by temporary 
factors, mainly the unprecedent- 
ed slowing of employer medical 
expenses in the shift to HMOs 
and managed care. Once that fact 
disappears, as it will, they say, 
employee compensation costs will 
begin rising again in what 
remains a tight labor market 

Modestly moving interest rates 
now to temper economic enthusi- 
asm, the economists say, should 
keep inflation from .undermining 
continued steady growth. 

“If the Federal Reserve waits 
until there nre clear signs of 
inflation, it will be too late, and 
it will be forced to take drastic 
measures that could plunge the 
economy into a recession,” 


economist Derek Santos writes. 

To be sure, a delay would bene- 
fit Idaho in the short run — gen* 
crating 1,200 more jobs and over 
$400 millions in extra personal 
income this year and next than 
currently forecast. ' 

But the forecasters paint a 
gloomy picture they say would 
result in the event of such a 
delay: 

• The bill would come due in 
1999 and 2000 when the Fed has 
to act more aggressively ogainst 
inflation. 

• The Federal Funds Rate 
would have to be pushed to 8.5 
percent, over three points higher 
than it is today. 

• The prime interest rate that 
banks charge their best cus- 

> tomers would surge into double 
digits, choking off the capital 
that hod kept both the state and 
national economies growing. 

• Idaho would wind up with 
12,000 fewer jobs than now 
expected in those two years, 10 
times the number of extra jobs 
the strategy would create this 
year and next. 

• Real personal income would 
fall over a half a billion dollars. 

Linking Idaho’s economic per- 
formance directly with the 
nation’s marks the end of the 
state’s countercyclical relation- 
ship to the rest of the country. 

For generations, Idaho was 
always the last to feel the eco- 


nomic swings. Its economy 
would be flagging when the rest 
of the country was enjoying 
prosperity, and it would be flush 
when the rest of America was 
struggling. 

But the structural change Idaho 
has undergone in the past 
decade, underscored by the 
major role high-technology has 
assumed, has diversified the 
economy to the extent it now 
reacts in tanden\ with the nation- 
al economy. 

Nearly 20 years ago, timber, 
mining and agriculture were the 
cornerstones of the state econo- 
my. They accounted for over half 
of the generally higher-paying, 
goods-produring jobs. 

. Per capita income was 85 per- 
cent of the national average. 
Total wages and salaries were ris- 
ing at double-digit percentage 
rates. And 9,000 new homes were 
being built annually. 

Then Idaho plunged into one of 
its worst economic downturns. 
Wages and salaries were stag- 
nant Per capita income dropped 
to 75 percent of the national aver- 
age. 

Home starts sank to 3,500. 
People were fleeing the state, 
and total population actually 
declined. 

The downturn wrenched the 
inefficiencies — and many of the 
jobs — out of the resource-based 
industries.

“I’m not a stupid person who 
doesn’t understand the Constitut- 
ion, and there is nobody who 
believes in the Constitution more 
than L” he said. 

Tobacco industry ads' have 
implied Hatch is abandoning his 
conservative roots to coauthor the 
bill with Kennedy. But Hatch said, 
"While we fight each other 98 per- 
cent of the time, when we agree, 
people have to pay attention." 

He said the proposal does not 
create a new entitlement. It 
would send block grants to the 
states Tmd let them set eligibility 
requirements. 


BOISE (AP) — Jenny Emerson 
wants the U.S. Forest Service to 
spare the giant ponderosa pines 
of the Dead wood roadless area. 

The trees, some of which have 
'been there since Columbus " 
arrived in America, grow tall and 
thick in park-like groves that 
inspired awe in Emerson, a Boise 
State University student and 
fifth-generation Idaho resident- 
They also hold the key to the 
future of the Boise National 
Forest. 

“It’s a place I hold really deep 
in me," Emerson said. “The trees 
ore amazing" - 
Nearly everyone agrees that 
some of the soaring thick-barked 
pines must survive to prevent 
giant fires from turning the forest 
into a brushland. But debate 
rages over how many and where. 

“If we just let the forest go, 
love it to death, well eventually 
lose, and the fire will win," said 
Leon Neucnschwandcr, a 
University of Idaho forestry pro- 
fessor. “If we try to maximize the 
fiber without understanding the 
ecology, we will get economic 
profits in the short term, but in 
the long term, fire will convert 
the forest to shrubs." 

The Forest Service has pro- 
posed harvesting 50 million 
board feet of timber — enough to 
build 5,000 homes — from the 
Deadwood roadless area 50 miles 
northeast of Boise. The agency 
wants to cut timber for wood and 
jobs, but also hopes to reduce the 
threat of catastrophic fire in the 
45,000-acre area. 

Of the 7,800 trees it plans to 
put up for sale, more than 1,500 
ore ponderosa pines larger than 
20 inches around. 

Neucnschwandcr’s research 
shows that pandcrosas that size 
have a high likelihood of surviv- 
ing all but a giant fire.

higher spending. And stable money fos- 
tered a stable economy. But in the 1960s, 
these durable traditions were discarded. 
Economists dismissed them as old-fash- 
ioned. A bit of inflation, they argued, 
could lower, unemployment. Wisely used, 
budget deficits could avert recessions. 

Because these theories never deliv- 
ered, wc have now come full drde. The 
significance of the new budget agree- 
ment transcends its details or even its 
ability to reach balance by 2002. It lies 
mainly in the fact that the goal of a bal- 
anced budget has been embraced across 
much of the political spectrum. What 
people aim to achieve — even if they fall 
short — affects how they behave and 
what’s considered legitimate and illegiti- 
mate. It is only recently that a balanced 
budget has attained such widespread 
support. 

The pursuit of “stable money" is also 
now a central aim of government eco- 
nomic policy in a way that it hadn’t been. 
Two decades ago, the phrase had van- 
ished from economic discussion. 
Economists and government officials

talked instead of containing inflation to 
tolerable levels and reconciling it with 
sustained economic growth and low un- 
employment. By contrast, the hallmark 
of this economic expansion has not been 
the promise of the Federal Reserve to 

lin it forever but rather the routine 


warnings that government must prevent 
higher inflation. 

Our views hnve shifted mostly as the 
result of bitter experience. Recall the 
record. In 1960, inflation was 1.4 percent. 
, By 1979, it was 13.3 percent The effort to 
— “manage" the economy for greater sta- 
. bility and lower unemployment led in- 
stead to more instability and higher un- 
employment. Recessions were not avoid- 
ed and, when' they occurred, tended to be 
harsher. In 1975, unemployment aver- 
’ aged 8.5 percent. In 1982, it averaged 9.7 
percent. In general, government policies 
grew more muddled and unpredictable, 
as many futile tactics — wage and price 
controls and guidelines, credit controls — 
were tried against inflation. 

Meanwhile, budget discipline was lost. 
It is true that budget deficits expanded 
under President Reagan, but the decisive 
events in the creation of perpetual 
deficits— the abandonment of the tradi- 
tion that inhibited them — occurred un- 
der Presidents Kennedy, Johnson and 
Nixon. Deficits were tolerated as enlight- 
ened when, in fact, they were merely ex- 
pedient. Since 1961, the budget has been 
in surplus in only one year (1969). 

We’ve come back to older traditions 
because, simply, the alternatives are 
worse. One reason a budget agreement 
has been possible is that the economy . 
has been stronger than expected, leading 
to lower unemployment and higher tax 
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revenues. The fact that so many 
economists are so astonished merely 
reaffirms the superficiality of their eco- 
nomic understanding. Psychology mnt- 
tersra lesson they’ve never truly grasped. 

The 1960s’ pledge to prevent reces- 
sions made companies and workers irre- 
sponsible. They felt they could raise 
prices and wages without their inflation- . 
ary behavior being punished by lower 
profits or lost jobs. Since the early 1980s, 
these self-defeating assumptions have 
given way. 

The unwillingness to tolerate ever-ris- 
ing inflation has meant that companies 
md-wo ik e rs could-cuffer-if-their wages 


or prices got out of line. Economic inse- 
curity has increased for many individuals 
and firms. But paradoxically, these mar- 
ket pressures hnve promoted overall sta- 
bility. Companies restrain labor costs. 
Lower labor costs foster more hiring. . 
Subdued inflation limits harsh anti-infla- 
tionary policies. 

We are also reverting to the notion * 
that the budget is mainly a framework • 
for determining the role of government ' 
and less an instrument of economic poli-i 
cy. There is little talknow of the econom- 
ic virtues of deficits. Americans are drift- 
ing toward traditional ideas: The belief ; 
that large peacetime deficits shift the tax 
burden onto future generations; and a ; 
faith that pleasant spending should be ! 
checked by unpleasant taxes. .' 

The rediscovery of old virtues won’t ; 
solve all our problems. Balanced budget? 
aren’t always appropriate (wars and cco- t 
nomic slumps are exceptions). And just • 
because a government balances its bud- ! 
get does not mean it will operate wisely.; 
It may spend too little or too much. Nor ; 
docs a commitment to stable money, by ; 
itself, prevent slumps or brief spurts of < 
inflation. But these folk virtues are need- 
ed for national success. Their recovery ' ! 
makes you wonder where we’d be now if 
they’d never been lost ;■

Iran launches quake relief efforts 


QAEN, Iran (AP) — Convoys of 
buses, trucks and pickups rushed 
volunteers over narrow dirt roads 
Sunday to the remote mountains 
of northeastern Iran, where the 
death toll from a powerful earth- 
; quake reached 2,400 people — 
i and was still climbing. 

About 130 aftershocks shook 
what was left standing, forcing 
tens of thousands of people to 
camp amid the rubble in the 
streets of stricken villages. Forty- 
thousand 40,000 people were left 
thorn el ess. 

r Military aircraft flew food, 
clothes and medicine to the area, 
■'and volunteers who arrived in 
i convoys, dug through the rubble 
"pwith bare hands to look for bod- 
| ies. Others handed out aid. 

<C In most villages, streets had dis- 
appeared into rows of rubble. 
'■'Survivors beat their chests and 
; wailed in anguish. Others washed 
I the bodies of their loved ones and 
I buried them in mass graves. 

I At least 6,000 people were 
{ injured in the magnitude-7. 1 
earthquake that struck Saturday 
! near the town of Qaen, 70 miles 
west of the Afghan border. 

Most of the damage was in the 
60-mile stretch between Birjand 
and Qaen, a region dotted by 
poor villages and mud huts. In 
one of the villages, an elementary 
'-school collapsed, tailing 110 girls 
and burying their bodies under 
jagged slabs of concrete and' 
steel. . 

The official Islamic Republic 
News Agency said at least 2,000 
people died in villages around 
Qaen, 394 in Birjand nnd two in 
Khavaf. 

ERNA also said there also was 
•considerable damage in neighbor- 
ing Afghanistan. In the Afghan 
capital of Kabul, international aid 
workers said at least four teams 
had set out to assess the damage 
in remote western Afghanistan. 
.The workers, who spoke on condi- 
tion that they not be identified by 
organization or name, knew of 
only ■ five fatalities in 
Afghanistan. 
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France sent a cargo plane car- 
rying 39 tons of blankets, tents, 
clothes and food Sunday. 
Switzerland sent a rescue team 
and trained dogs to help search 
for survivors, although Iran 
turned down an offer of a larger 
contingent. 

In Washington, presidential 
spokeswoman Mary Ellen Glynn 
said the United States customari- 
ly would send any aid through an 
organization like the Red Cross. 
“If it’s necessary, we would 
tainly contribute,” she said. 

“I believe that despite our dif- 
ferences with Iran — which are 
considerable and very, very 
strong — this will Be viewed 
humanitarian issue 
Richardson, U.S. ambassador 
the United Nations, told CNN. 

The Iranian Red Crescent sent 
9,000 tents, more than 18,000 
blankets and canned food, rice 
and dates. 

Iran also rushed at least 80 tons 
of aid to the region aboard four 
U.S.-made C-130 planes and six 
helicopters, presumably to the 
prpvindol capital of Mdshhad.

Most of the villagers in the 
region are subsistence farmers ' 
who cither tend camels or sheep 
or grow wheat and saffron.

In the town of Hajiabab, the 
mangled frames of Toyota pickup 
trucks poked our of the collapsed 
building of a used car shop. 

Tens of thousands of villagers ' 
camped in the streets, fearing the 
effects of the aftershocks. Some had 
magnitudes as large as 5.5, enough 
to cause considerable damage.

Pope pleads for peace in Lebanon 

BEIRUT, Lebanon — Preaching to a half-million people in front of 
Beirut’s war-shattered skyline, Pope John Paul H called Sunday on 
Christians and Muslims to make peace in “martyr Lebanon.” 

The last public event of the pontiffs two-day trip here drew 
Christians from across this country of 32 million, as well ns Syria and 
Jordan, to the largest gathering ever in Lebanon. 

The Mass site, a seaside landfill of leveled garbage and rubble 
from die 197S90 civil war, overflowed its capacity of 300,000 into 
surrounding squares and streets. The military put attendance at 
500,000, more than half the country’s Roman Catholic population. 

Many in the crowd shouted “Baba, Baba," Arabic for pope. The 
pontiff spoke in Arabic when he opened the Mass on Beirut’s 
Mediterranean seafront. “Salaam aleikum,” John Paul said — 
“Peace be with you." 

“People often spoke of the martyr Lebanon" during the.- war, he 
said in his homily. “I am certain that the sufferings of the past years 
will not be in vain. They will strengthen your freedom and unity." 

John Paul also was speaking to the tiny and declining number of 
Christians in the Middle East. Lebanon 4s-t£ie only Mideast country 
where the Christians hm^sjjglGfiBmtMi^, making the trip highly 
symbolic for a pope seQdngto boIsteTfus flock in an overwhelmingly 
Muslim region.

The key contests were in die northern industrial cities of Milan, 
Turin, and Trieste where candidates of the governing Olive Tree 
coalidon and the opposition Freedom Alliance squared off. 

Hie ANSA news ugency said Italian President Luigi Scalfaro was 
distracted by a chat with polling officials ufter voting in Novara and 
left his voter identification behind. The head of the polling station 
sprinted after the president’s car to return them. 

In Milan, the leader of the Freedom Alliance, media mogul and ex-, 
premier Silvio Berlusconi, cast his ballot from a hospital, where he 
was undergoing treatment for a stone in his urinary tract. 

Iranian forces test Persian Gulf defense 

TEHRAN, Iran — About 4,000 troops staged mock air and naval 
batdes in the Persian Gulf on Sunday to test Iran's defense against a 
_ surprise ouack. 

The war games began a day after die United States warned that it 
would take action against Iran if it carried out a threat to close the 
Strait of Hormuz on the southeastern end of the gulf. 

Such an action, which Iran said it would take if it felt threatened 
by die United States, would block the exit for oil tankers that carry 
one-fifth of the world's oil supply from Saudi Arabia and the Gulf 
countries. 

Helicopter gunships, fighter jets, destroyers and missile-firing ves- 
sels participated in the military exercise, the official Islamic 
■ Republic News Agency reported Sunday. The exercise will last until 
May 17 across a large part of the gulf and Sea of Oman, IRNA said.

Netanyahu wants 60% of West Bank 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Prime 
Minister Benjamin Netanyahu 
, intends to keep about 60 percent 
of the West Bank under Israeli 
control in a permanent settle- 
ment with the Palestinians, a 
senior Israeli official said Sunday. 

A Palestinian official rejected 
the idea outright. The Palestin- 
ians have said repeatedly they 
expect to gain control over at 
least 90 percent oi the West 
Bank, which Israel captured in 
1967. 

“There is no Palestinian who 
will accept Israel’s keeping 60 
percent of the West Bank,” said 
Anis el-Qaq, deputy Palestinian 
planning minister. 

“If Israel does not want to with- 
draw from the areas it conquered 
in 1967, and if the peace talks do 
not lend to establishment of. a 
Palestinian state, then there is ho 
need for peacemaking," he' told 
The Associated Press.

Under Netanyahu’s plan, Israel 


would keep land in the Jordan 
Valley; along a north-south moun- 
tain ridge running through the 
West Bank; around the Gush 
Etzion bloc of settlements south 
of Jerusalem; along the West 
Bank’s western border with 
Israel; and on both sides of the 
corridor connecting Jerusalem 
with the rest of Israel, the official 
said.> 

. Netanyahu is opposed to the 
Palestinian entity having a com- 
mon border with Jordon. 

Israeli troops would therefore 
remain permanently along the 
Jordan River ta ensure that no 
Arab army ever crossed the 
river. 

In the last stages of the negotia- 
tions, Netanyahu will agree to 
evacuate a few isolated settle- 
ments, to avoid leaving them 
“surrounded by a sea of Arabs,"

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Madness 
plunge carries 
hefty price 

The story has a familiar ring. 

Only the names and faces have been 
changed, and this time, the story involves a 
public official, a person of such high profile 
that — when the story hit the media — it 
staggered the public imagination. 

It’s the story of Sol Wochtler — author of 
“After the Madness: A Judge’s Own Prison 
Memoir" — and a man who fell from 
grace. 

One day Wachtler was a highly respected 
judge — in fact, New York’s chief judge — 
and a man many thought would be next 
governor of the state. The next day he was 
a suspect under arrest. 

In the course of one year. Judge 
Wochtler fell from the top of New York’s 
legal establishment to the very bottom of 
the criminal justice system — for a time 
even locked up in solitary confinement in 
federal prison.

It wasnjt that he hadn’t done anything . 
wrong. Or that he didn't deserve punish* 
ment. But even he now knows there was an 
insidious and tragic intervening variable in 
his case that contributed profoundly to the 
playout of his criminal behavior. 

Wachtler, to no one’s knowledge, had a 
raging, but invisible, bipolar disorder: 
manic-depression. 

In his book, Wachtler tells of how the 
“decomposition of his life began slowly, 
almo st imperceptibly," beginning with his 


with a married woman. 

This relationship — and Wachtler’s abili- 
ty to function appropriately in all areas of 
his life — ended with the onset of a major 
depression in the summer of 1990, and was 
later exacerbated by extreme bouts of 
mania' that cycled intermittently with the 
deep depression. 

Describing his depression and the dork 
abyss in which he fell, Wachtler soys that 
its horrors. defied description and, that 
when' in full crisis, his suffering seemed 
endless and unbearable. 

Borrowing words from a pamphlet on 
manic-depression, Wachtler uses its “poetic 
descriptions” to capture both extremes of 
his disorder. 

Of depression: “Slowly, slowly the shad- 
ow descends ... all life, all color receding 
into darkness. I feel only grief and pain ... 
where is my hope? Where is my life?" 

And of mania, a frantic agitated hyper- 
intensive state characterized by unrealistic 
overconfidence and grandiosity: 


And of the combination of moods: A per- 
son goes from mania “to irritation to rage, 
and finally to the lowest,' murky chamber 
of hell where the darkest mood slowly 
strangles every hope.” 

While suffering from this profound ill- 
ness, and yet not wanting to bear the stig- 
ma of seeking help for ever increasing emo- 
tional pain, Wachtler attempted to self- 
mediente. 

Between, the spring of 1991 and the day 
of his arrest in 1992, he was to take 5,000 
pills of one sort or another. 

It was during this period — as Wachtler’s 
extreme highs and lows were exacerbated 
by his ensuing addiction to high-dose, hlgh- 
potency prescription drugs — that disorder 
and addiction combined to twist his mind 
and impair his judgment to the point of 
psychosis. 


It was in thot reality-absent state that 
Wachtler, in effect, shattered his own life 
and future. Having broken off his affair, 
Wachtler greatly missed the woman, who 
was now involved with another man. 

In his warped mind, Wachtler conceived ~ 
of a plot to get the woman back — a plot 
that led to his creating a fictitious “low- 
life" character who harassed and threat- 
ened the woman by letter, the idea being 
.that she might turn to Wachtler to save her 
from"this Wretch£d_and.threntening crea- 
ture. "" 

As the plot thickened, and Wachtlervsus- 
~pected the woman'or suspecting himThls 
actions took further convoluted and psy- 
. chotic turns, as he tried to absolve himself 

of her suspicion: 

‘ In his dementia, by letter Wachtler cheat- 
ed yet another character who could pur- 
portedly’save the woman from the clutches 
of the- first character for the price of 
$ 20 , 000 . • ’ - 
At this point, his phone calls recorded 
and his actions shadowed over several 
months, the FBI arrested Wachtler. He 
, later pleaded guilty to harassment and was 
sentenced to a. medium-security federal 
prison. . 

Before he was sent to jail, Wachtler was 
hospitalised for a period — a time in which 
he withdrew from drugs and became stabi-’ 
lized through medical treatment for the '

New drug is powerful weapon in battle against bone ailment 


Knlgrt-flldriw Nows Sendee 


Once it was considered an inevitable, 
painful consequence of aging: stooped 
posture, bones made brittle, hips and 
spines shattering like porcelain. . ■ 

Doctors call It osteoporosis. The elder- 
ly — especially older women — call it a 
tragedy, a condition that leaves them . 
feeling helpless, desperate. 

That destiny changed, dramatically,' 
with the dawning 20 months ago of a 
powerful new drug. And last week, fed- 
eral-govemment-scicntists told doctors 
they could..begin using that drug, 
Fosamax, as a prevention tool for post- 
menopausal women, not just a treat- 
ment after diagnosis. 

Now they can begin prescribing the 
drug to patients in the early stages of 
degeneration, using it to harness the 
ravages of bone deterioration. 

. Fosamax works by slowing the growth 
oTOSlls that cause bone deterioration. In 
all of us, there arc cells that dispose of 
old bonetis$uc so that new healthy cells 
con be formed. In older people that bal- 
ance gets thrown out of whack — more 
bone is broken down than replaced. 

“Osteoporosis is such d significant dis- 
ease and creates so much personal as 
well as economic hardship,” says Dr. 
Charles Weiss, chairman of orthopedics 
and rehabilitation at Mount Sinai 
Medical Center in Miami Beach. “The 
fractures of the hip and spine it causes 
can be devastating to the individual 
involved audio society economically.” 
Flora Pomerantz understands all of this 
intimately. She has osteoporosis and once 
suffered 12 small fractures in her spine. _ 
“I was always in— pain," says 
Ppmerantz, 82, who lives in Pembroke 
Pincs^Fla., “and I didn’t know why.” 



She has been taking Fosamax since it - 
received Food 'and Drug Administration 
approval in 1995. The howls of pain 
have been quieted, and her doctors told 
her that tests analyzing bone density 
show she has gained bone mass- in her ■ 
hips. 

“I meet a lot of people every day and 
we talk -about these things," Pomerantz' 
says, “and I tell them, Try this drug, see 
how you feel.’”

In prison, Wachtlcr was to see 
the other side of the correctional 
system — the side of criminals, 
and incarceration, and prison pol-^ 
itics. He was to experience the 
dc-humanizotion of this system 
and to sec many of its injustices, 
inequities, and flaws. 

He was to survive face-to-face 
with men who were affected by 
decisions he had written during 
his tenure on the New York 
Court of Appeals. And he was to. 
hear the tragic stories of many 
men, many of whom he deemed 
beyond hope because of lack of 
rehabilitation programs or 
inequities of the criminal justice 
system. . 

Having kept a daily journal 
in prison, Wochtler was later 
prompted to write of his expert-' 
encos and observations therein. 
Since the publication of his 
— book,-he-hns been lately, fea- .. 
tured on such national TV pro- 
grams as “Today" ' and 
“Oprah.” 

Although' Wachtler’s book 
addresses prison and, inherently, 
prison reform from a unique. - 


inside perspective, it also talks . 
about the ravages of a bipolar 
disorder. This disorder — no 
respecter of persons or social sta- 
tus — fells old and young alike 
and has ruined innumerable 
lives, many including those of 
high- profile persons and their 
families. - 

Having many masks, this dis- 
order evolves over time and 
varies in the intensity, frequen- 


cy and presentation of predomi- 
nant symptoms. The symptoms 
themselves fall along a continu- 
um — on one extreme, from wild 
and wide mood swings and 
bizarre .behavior, on the other 
extreme, of soft and subtip pre- 
sentations of symptoms that nev- 
ertheless take great penalties of 
people — and sometimes their 
lives.

Unseemly family quarrels and resentments can be avoided if mother has 
dcsignalcd a responsible executor or trustee to. step in Immediately and advise 
all concerned that property will be divided according to law, not helter-skelter. 

More to the point, Idaho law allows use of a personal property 
statement In conjunction with a will. The statement must be referred to by a 
will, be in the handwriting of or signed by the will maker, and direct who dull - 
receive what items of tangible personal property. The statement may not be 
used for real estate, business property, securities, or money. In this manner, 
mother can stop the qqarrd before It begins.

Cancer-causing cell phones? 

Mice exposed to radio signals twice as likely to develop cancer 


’• •• NEW YORK (AP) — A mouse 
study has found the firmest ani- 
mal evidence yet that cellular 
telephones may cause cancer, ' 
and suggests that more research 
•needs to be done before scientists - 
can say for certain that the 
--.portable devices arc safe. 

In the 18-month study, mice 
.■ exposed. to. radio-signals similar 
. to those produced by cellular 
phones were twice as likely to 

■ develop cancer os their unex- 
•■ posed counterparts. 

•• “It’s certainly the first animal 
evidence that suggests that radio 
.•fr equ encies might m m p ranrer 
j under some conditions,” said 
John Moulder, professor at the 

■ Medical College of Wisconsin in 
• Milwaukee. 

Since cellular phones first 
came into use, people have wor- 
ried about their possible health 
effects. At least eight people 
_ have sued, claiming that using 
~ the phones caused brain cancer 
> pr other medical problems. But, 


for lack of scientific evidence, 
none of the lawsuits has ever 
made it to court. 

The new study won't change 
that, because it doesn’t come 
close to showing that cellular 
telephones arc hazardous. It does 
raise questions that need to be 
investigated before the devices 
can be declared completely safe. 

“We believe the study reported 
here indicates a need forfurther 
research,” Michael Repacholi of 
the Royal Adelaide Hospital and 
five colleagues write in the cur- 
rent issue of Radiation Research. 
— Ihey.pejJorme d . the . e xpeti-_ 
ment on mice that were geneti- 
cally engineered to be prone to 
lymphoma, a cancer of the body’s 
infection-fighting lymph system. 
Doing research on animals that 
• ore especially susceptible to dis- 
ease is a relatively new practice, 
designed to increase the rates of 
cancers that otherwise would be 
too rare to detect in a practical 
experiment. 


Of the 101 exposed mice,' 43 
developed lymphoma. In the 
unexposed group, only 22 ani- 
mals developed cancer. 

The odds of that happening by 
chance were less than 1, percent^.-** 
the researchers reported. 

“Nobody has reported things 
like that in this area,” said Henry 
Lai, a professor of bioengineering 
at the University of Washington 
in Seattle. 

Lai and other researchers have 
found that cellular phone signals 
can cause DNA damage in rat 
brain cells. But so far other animal

The advantage of the Australian 
study could also be its undoing, 
however. Nobody yet knows 
whether experiments on animals 
that are especially cancer-prone 
also apply to normnl animals. 

At this point, researchers can 
say only that the Australian exper- 
iment demonstrates the need for 
more research.

“Many of these accidents are 
behavioral,” said Consumer 
Federation spokesman Jack 
Gillis. “That means that many, if 
not all, could be prevented if you 
knew what to do and were wilting 
to change your behavior.” 

Buckling up seat belts is-a 
prime example, he said. “In near- 
ly all air bag injuries associated 
with children, the child was out 
of position. Air bags, which arc 
officially designated Supple- 
mentary Restraint System, are 
designed for you to be buckled 
up." 

The .report covers three gener- 
al areas: home safety, transporta- 
tion safety, and personal health 
and wellness. The information is 
broken down into eight chapters: 
motor vehicle safety, home and 
product safety, indoor air quality, 
nutrition, drinking water and 
food safety, tobacco use, alcohol 
consumption and AIDS. 

While subjects such os automo- 
biles, alcohol and tobacco make 
headlines regularly, health prob- 
, lems also lurk in more innocent 
areas, Gillis said! “Safety in the 
home is still an enormous chal- 
lenge.”

We’re earing less cholesterol, 
so heart attacks and strokes are 
down, and better medical treat- 
ment has resulted in a dramatic., 
drop in AIDS-related deaths. 

But injuries from car crashes 
are on the rise, and there’s no 
place like home for being acci- 
dentally poisoned or falling down 
the stairs. 

These are .among the mix of 
messages from a 66-page report 
being issued Wednesday on 
America’s health and safety. The 
Coalition for Consumer Health 
and Safety — an. unusual part- 
nership of 37 consumer, health 
and insurance organizations — 
hopes the two-year checkup will 
prod the nation to clean up its 
act.- 

“Thi? is no time to be compla- 
cent," said Stephen Brobeck, 
executive director of the 
Consumer Federation of Ameri- 
ca. which is overseeing the 
release of the findings in “The 
Nation's Health and Safety: A 
Status Report.” 

The study finds that more 
than 940,000 preventable deaths 
and millions of illnesses and 
injuries occur at a cost of more 
than $400. billion a -year. And 
while tlje coalition is calling for 
continued financing of such 


and other expenses. 

The problem of stairs surfaces 
year in and year out, said Gillis. 
“We’re used to all kinds of repeti- 
tive motion behaviors, like 
putting a tape into a cassette — 
that doesn't change.

A new study involving more 
than 17,000 young girls confirms 
what many pediatricians have 
long suspected: American girls 
are beginning puberty years ear- 
lier than many medical text- 
books, and much of the public, 
consider normal. 

The findings challenge stan- 
dard medical assumptions that 
signs of sexual maturity in girls 
before age 8. are abnormal and 
occur in only about 1 percent of 
the population. 

The study, published in the 
current issue of the journal 
Pediatrics, was conducted by a 
team of researchers led by 
Marcia E. Hcrman-Giddcns, an 
associate professor of public 
health at the University of North 
Carolina. 

The team studied girls 
between the ages of 3 and 12 
who were seen in 225 pediatri- 
cians' offices around the country. 
They found that at age 7, 27 per- 
cent of African-American girls, 
and nearly 7 percent of whites 
showed signs of breast develop- 
ment or pubic hair, which are 
the first evidence of puberty. By 
age 8, 48 percent of black girls 
and nearly 15 percent of whites 
had begun to develop, the 
researchers found. 

“I was very surprised to see 
how many girls were developing 
earlier 11 than-expected, said 
Herman-Giddens. 

“It was a little shocking and 
disturbing to see how young a 
lot of these girls are. It’s hard to 
think that little kids can’t just 
be tittle kids.” 

But she added that one reason 
for the jarring disparity may be 
that assumptions about puberty 
in medical textbooks are based 
on n study conducted in the 
early 1960s of 192 white girls liv- 
ing in an orphanage in Britain. • 
“It may be that this study is less 
applicable to normal (American) 
children,— Hermon-Giddens- 
said. 

Researchers do not know 
whether the age of pubei 
declining among American girls, 
because so few studies exist. 
Until recently even the largest 
federally funded health study, 
the National Health and Nutri- 
tion Examination Survey, col- 
lected puberty data for girls 
beginning at age 12, when matu- 
ration in most cases is well • 
under way. 

Survey officials have said they 
will begin collecting data on 
girls at age 8. “That’s too late,” 
said Herman-Giddens, who 
thinks that such data should be 
collected from infancy. 

Although puberty may be 
starting earlier for American 
girls, mcnarchc, the age at 
which girls first menstruate, 
hasn't changed much since 1950. 
For whites, the’ average age is 
12.8 years, while for blacks it is 
12.1 years. 

— Until 1950,'the averageuge of— 
mcnarchc had dropped steadily 
every decade for a century. 
Researchers have attributed the 
decline largely to better nutri-

Numerous studies have shown 
that famine or other situations 
in which food intake is restrict- 
ed can delay the onset of 
puberty. 

The reasons why African- 
American girls mature faster 
than whites are unknown, said 
Herman-Giddens, although body 
fnt mav pla y a role. Other expla- 
nations include physiological dif- 
ferences — girls who arc larger 
and. heavier tend to mature 
faster, but no one is sure 
whether that is a cause or an 
effect — as well ns environmen- 


tal or genetic factors. 

Claude Migcon, a pediatric 
endocrinologist for 47 years at 
Johns Hopkins University, said 
he has seen dozens of “very - 
young African-American girls, 
some as young as 6, who show 
signs of precocious puberty.

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Researchers tie pre-eclam psia to defect 


A team of researchers has dis- 
covered that pre-edampsia, one 
of the most serious complications 
of pregnancy, results from a 
defect that occurs early in gestn-' 
tion and affects the placenta, the 
lifeline that links the fetus to the 
mother. 

Researchers at the University 
of California at San Francisco 
reported last week in two papers 
in the Journal of Clinical 
Investigation that in women who 
develop pre-eclampsia, the pla- 
centa docs not attach to the wall 
of the uterus as it should. This 
failure limits the amount of blood 
and nutrients reaching the fetus, 
causing it to be dangerously 
underweight and prone to prema- 
turity and other complications.

For some women, bulimia lasts for many years 


Nearly 20 percent of women 
diagnosed with bulimia nervosa, 
a psychiatric disorder character- 

• uzed. by compulsive binge-eating— 

followed by purging, still suffered 
from the disorder a decade after 
they were diagnosed, according 
to an article published in a recent 
issue of the American Journal of 
Psychiatry. The finding suggests 
that “this disorder may be chron- 
ic for at 'least a subset of women," 
wrote researchers Pamela K. 
Keel and James E.Jtfitchell of the 
University of Minnesota. 

The resehrehers also found that 
treatment for bulimia did not 
appear to make a difference in 
long-term outcome. Within the 


But after five years there 
was no difference between those 
who received treatment and 
those who did not. 

Keel and Mitchell analyzed 88 
—studies, that contained follow-up. 
assessments of patients at least 
six months after the women were 
diagnosed os having bulimia. 

They found that 50 percent of 
the women appeared to have 
fully recovered within five to 10 
years after diagnosis, while 
another 30 percent had a relapse 
of symptoms, usually within four 
years of the onset o’f the disorder.

Animal supporters at odds over ‘no kill’ shelters 


RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — Three 
times a week, Kay Redding and a 
colleague walked through the 
Moore County animal shelter to 
play God. 

Who was obedient? Untrained? 
Over the hill? Too big or just the 
right size? Cute, so ugly they're 
cute or just unattractive? 

Which animals might find 
homes — and whic h must di e? 

Rcdding'didn't have ttTdo this 
nasty work. But when she signed 
on as a board member of the 
Humane Society of Moore County 
she wanted to know exactly what 
happened there each day. 

' Every time she hears shelters 
boast that they do not kill ani- 
mals, "I get a knife in my stom- 
ach,” Redding says. 

“We have the unhappy duty of 
providing a painless euthanasia 
and a happy last few days for 
these animals," she says. “We 
don’t have to bear the burden of 
guilt tlrnt the people who run no- • 
kill shelters would want us to 
take on.” 

A rift has grown among animal 
lovers. On the one side are tradi- 
tional shelters — those that euth- 
anize to make space for more ani- 
, mats. 

On the other ore those that call 
\ themselves “no kill.” They repre- 
■$cnt a range of shelters: those that 
won't euthanize any animal on 

— their pr o p erty, those that will euth- • 
anize animals for medical or behav- 
ioral reasons; lifetime care facili- 
ties; and some disreputable shel- 
ters that keep raking animals long 
after they no longer have space. 

Workers at traditional shelters . 
say someone must do the dirty 
—.work, of killing unwanted_ani-._ 
mals. Rescue and no-kill groups 

- • counter that they provide a popu- 
lar service and that traditional 
shelters won’t work with them. 

No-kill shelters are gaining in 
popularity in the United States; 
Lynda Foro, a spokeswoman for

the movement, says she knows of 
more then 600, and she expects 
that’s just a fraction of the ones 
out there. 

That popularity has put pres- 
sure on other shelters to become 
no-kill, which isn't realistic, says 
Brian Kilcommons, director of 
animal behavior and training for 
New York City’s Centcr for 
Animal Core and Control. 

- “Then the question becomes, 
who kills? Because somebody 
has to,” says Kilcommons, co- 
author of the book "Mutts 
America’s Dogs” and a faculty 
member at the veterinary school 


at Tufts University. 

In 1996, about 5.1 million ani-» 
mals — 1.5 milliqn dags, 3.5 mil- 
liorrcats and some raccoons, 
skunks, ferrets, gcrbils, were 
euthanized in shelters, says 
Merritt Clifton, editor of Animal 
People, a 15,000-circulation, 
newspaper based in Clinton, 
Wash. That’s down tremendously 
from the 17.8 million put down in 
1987, the peak -of recorded shel- - 
ter euthanasia, he soys. 

So the prospects for survival in 
shelters have improved and can 
be even greater, says Richard 
Avonzino, president of the SPCA 


in San Francisco, which is moving 
toward becoming a "no-kill" city. 

“It depends on whether we- 
have the public will and personal 
dedication to change a wrong and 
make a right. To me, that means 
finding it unacceptable to kill 
mass numbers of animals who 
have done no wrong other than . 
than to be born into a society 
which has not correctly priori- 
tized the importance of their— 
chance for life,” Avanzino says. 

Nonsense, says Roger Caras, 
president of the ASPCA in New 
York City. He says shelters that 
promise to find a home for any 


animal, regardless of its condi- 
tion, are selling a false dream to 
owners giving up a dog or cat. 
Some merely send unplaceable 
pets to shelters that do kill. 

• “They’re not saying the ani- 
mal's not going to die; they're 
just saying ‘We’re not going to 
kill it,”’ Caras says. 

In addition, no-kill shelters or 
rescue grou ps ha ve strict rules 
limiting "the animals they will" 
take. Traditional shelters have 
more open admission policies, 
which means they are more likely 
to take in animals that arc candi- 
dates for euthanasia. 

Foro, head of Doing Things for 
Animals in Sun City, Ariz., 
defends the screening process at 
no-kill shelters. 

If a no-kill shelter wants to 
keep 10 animals when 20,000 
need help, that’s its choice, she 
soys: Tm just glad the 10 more 
are being helped.” 

She adds that no-kill shelters 
should hot try to moke money at 
the expense of other shelters by 
portraying themselves ns holding 
a higher moral ground. 

But Bill Smith, who heads a sup- 
port group for euthanasia techni- 
cians in Tuscaloosa, Ala:, says too 
many of them do just that. 

“They say, 'we’re the good 
guys. We wear the white hats. If 
you take them to ohimal control 
or B‘ humane shelter that kills, - 
they won’t try os hard. We’re the 
true believers.’ That’s why there’s 
such a rift botween no-kills and 
shelters involved in euthanasia." 

That rift ran be healed if ani- 
mal protection groups will work 
together, says Carl Friedman, 
director of animal control in San 
Francisco. 

“Everybody- is trying to do the 
right thing but they’re not work- 
ing together in a coordinated way 
to reach their goal," he says. 

Until then, he says, “it’s the 
animals who suffer." 


San Francisco 
close to being 
a ‘no kill’ city 


The San Francisco SPCA has 
made a pace Within a few months 
the city will try to live up to its 
namesake, St Francis of .Assisi, the 
patron saint of animals and nature.; 

By then, no ndoptalilc animal; 
healthy or with a treatable dis- 
ease, will be euthanized, says _ 
Richard Avanzino, the SPCA presi- 
dent for the past 20 years. 

“What is unconscionable, abom- 
inable and outrageous is that ani- 
mals, healthy and well-behaved, 
are being killed because some- 
body says there are too many,”. 
Avanzino says. “That is something 
we do not accept. That is some- 
thing we find intolerable." - 

For 101 of its 129 years, the San 
Francisco SPCA served as animal 
control for the city, enforcing the 
pooper-scooper law and picking up 
stray animals from the street 
The SPCA dropped the contract 
in 15^9 to concentrate on saving 
animals' lives, Avanzino said.

It was 
good to recognize South's play os 
a falsecard. It was bad to fall to 
count his side's potential winners. 
And instead of helping the de-' 
fense, his impulsive play gave 
South his game. 

West led his singleton heart to 
East’s ace and South dropped his 
king, hoping to fool East.~E08t~ 
read the falsecard easily — why 
would West lead the six if he held 
J-6-4? 

So South didn’t fool East, but 
East did fool himself, Quickly, he 
returned a heart for West to ruff. 
But that was the end of the de- 
fense. If West switched to clubs, 
South would win, attack in 
trumps, and lose only three tricks. 
And if West switched to diamonds, 
South would win a trick with his 
diamond queen. 

To beat the game, East should 
count his defensive winners be- 
fore leading to trick two. The ma- 
jor-suit aces and a heart ruff 
promise threo. Where must he try 
for the setting trick? 

He must switch to diamonds at 
trick two. This accurate play traps 
South's queen, and since East's 
trump ace controls the play, West 
will eventually get a diamond trick 
os well as his heart ruff. 

Why a diamond switch instead 

of d club at trick two? To win a 
dub trick, West must hold the 
ace. And if he has the ace, it's a 
trick that cannot disappear. If the 
diamond switch doesn't work and 
West has the club ace, he will 
cash it after East gives him the 
delayed heart ruff.
